De Lesseps reckoned in 1879 Unt a 
tide level canal twenty-efght feet deep 
would cost only $114,000,000 and cout} 
be built in seven or eight years, fn- 
eluding a ship. dunvel through the, 
| mountains whieh were supposed to ex- 
ist, but in 1887 his estimate was $351,- 
000,000 and twenty years for a fifteen 
foot lock canil~ By the end of 1888 the 
work was scarcely two-fifths done and 
nearly $100,000,000 had been spent, 
wasted and stolen. The new technical 
conimittee after the crash estimated 
that the canal could be finished in ten 
} years for $100,000,000. 

American estimates bave also varied. 
Tho third canal, commission. tp 1900 
thought a canal could be bullt for 
$142,342,570 — admirable exactitude! — 
apart from the cost of securing the 
land, which wottld be so great as to he 
probibllve, Tho Spooner bill, under 
which the canal is being coustructed, 
appropriated not more thin $145,000, 
000 for the entire work. ;

A Bathing Ceremony. 

The bathing festival of Hindus in 
which eighty thousand persons took 
part was held in the River Hooghly, 
near Calcutta, India, on a recent 
evening. The enormous crowd was 
lined along the river from Babu’s 
Ghat, to Nimtolja Ghat. An idea of 
the large’ numiber of bathers, assem- 
bled on this .occasion, will be ob- 
tained from the fact that seen from 
any position, the river looked like a 
mass of heads as far as the eye could 
see, The festival, which is the cele- 
bration of the combination of certain 
stars on the day of a lunar eclipse, 
comes only once in twelvé years, and 
is known as the “Churamoni Yoga.” 
This explaing why- the festival arous- 
ed so much-enthusidsm among de- 
vout Hindus, Ablution in the Ganges 
and itaib chee on the occasion of 
this testivat't epularly regarded as 
very ben@ficlal spiritually.

furks Recover Sacred Relic Looted 


An incident that has the elefhents 
of romance found in Wilkie Collins’ 
Moonstone or other stories of the de- 
spoiling of Indian temples by the 
British conquerors has just been re- 
vealed by the discovery in ~'enna of 
one of Islam’s most gacred relics, 
Mohammed's tunic, which had been 
taken there by a Bulgarian : officer 


and which had been. held by him as. .- 


spoils of war. 

This holy object, according to the 
story, was removed from the treasury 
In connection with the great mosque 
at Adrianople ia the latter days of 
the siege and with others of similar 
bacred character was turned over to 
the care of imans. When the Bul- 
garians as conquerers entered the city 
the tunic was discovered by an offi- 
cer and appropriated by him as lopt. 

The loss of an article held in such 
veneration by the Moslem world was 
{Immediately noted. The iman in 
whose charge it had been deposited 
told all that he knew of the taking of 
the tunic. A numbe. of the faithful 
entered into a -compa-t to recover it 
at every risk. They followed several 
trails into Bulgaria and at last got 
the clue that led to Vienna. Before 
the Bulgarian could negotiate its 
sale the Mohammedans, who had 
been so persistently on his tracks, 
confronted him and demanded its re- 
storation. The matter was taken up’ 
by tne Turkish embassy, This offic’al 
appeal prevailed and the relic will be 
returned to its former place in the 
holy treasury at Adrianople. 

The Mussulmans keep their highest 
veneration for the reli: which is kept 
ig Constantinople, the Mantle of the 
Prophet. It is difficult to express the 


adoration of the people for tuls ori- | 


flamme. In times past when the Sul- 
tan himself led the army in war the 
relic accompanied him, to be returned 
to the Seraglio only with an elabor- 
ate ceremonial of prayers and the 
burning of incense of aloes and am- 
bergris. 
| The relic, which is also sometimes 
called the holy standard, is kept in a 
hall near the throne room of the Old 
Seragiio. It is wrapped always in 40 
napkins of the most exquisite silk, 
the roll in turn being enclosed in a 
marvelous jeweled casket. The Sultan 


alone can expose the relic to view. | 
This is done once each year on the | 


occasion of the Ramazan, The Sultan 
first pays his reverence in private, 
after which he seats himself on a 
throne facing the Mantle, which is a 
small fragment of greenish cloth, 
while all the princes and pashas, the 
beys and effendis pass in single file 
and do reverence. After the men 
have so passed and withdrawn, the 
ladies are introduced, magnificently 
costumed in old court dresses, 

The Mussulmans assert, and many 
believe, that tie Holy Mantle has 
never been looked upon by an un- 
believer. In 1768, when the relic was 
carried through certain courts of the 
palace, several Europeans concealed 
themselves behind window curtains in 


order to watch the ce Hey 
were discovered and a fearful scene 
followed, Fanatics crying, “Lot the 
dogs die who dare ,-ofane the stan- 
dard of the Prophet with their un- 
holy gaze,”’ rushed into the room and 
killed every European found there. 
Ladies were dragged about by the 
hair and kicked to death, among them 
being the wife and daughter of an 
imperial ambassador, The Grand-Viz- 
ier promised that the murderets 
would be punished, but they were 
never identified, and nothing was 
ever done, R 
The sacred tunic first came to Ad- 
rianople with Amurath, the first Mos- 
lem to lead a great army into Hurope 
and the captor of Adrianople. He 
carried the relic, a bit of cloth like 
the other, but magnificently encased 
in jeweled coverings, at the head of 


| his troops, just as the Holy Mantle 


has been carried. Later when Adri- 
anople was made the capital of the 
Sultans the relic was kept there per- 
manently. 

With the recovery of the holy relic 
from Vienna there is considerable 
| question as to the future attitude of 
the faithful toward it. Never before, 
it is said, had it been profaned by 
the touch of unbelievers’ hands,

IT-1S A WORLD TONGUE 


ESPERANTO GIVES INTER- 
CHANGE BETWEEN RACES. 


Dr. Zamenhof's Universal Language 
Has Evidently Come to Stay 
Despite Its Slow Recognition by 
Scholars — Remarkable Resulte 
Have Been: Secured—Grammat 
Is Easy and Vocabulary Large. 


It cannot be too clearly stated 
that Esperanto has not’come to sup- 
plant any natural language. What 
it does do, however, is to supply ar 
easily acquired means of intercourse 


between all the nations on the face 
of the globe. In other words, we of 
this cou; '-y use English at bome 
and Esperanto abroad. That is the 
idea. 

It is a dreary truth that the 
thoughts of ninetenths of the people 
of the world are as a closed book to 
use Yet it is manifestly impossible 
for one to become really fluent in 
even a small number of the many 
languages spoken in Europe a'one. 
It is equally hopeless to expect the 
countries of the world to adopt any 
existing language as a common ton- 
gue, for, apart from the difficulty of 
acquiring a foreign language, there 
would be the insuperable objection 
of racial prejudice. 

This is where Esperanto comes in, 
for it.is a neutral auxiliary language 
tbat can be learnt with ease in three 
months by devoting one hour a day 
to study, at the cost of sixpence “or 
a text book. 

Dr. Louis Lazare Zamenhof pre- 
sented Esperanto to the world in 
1887 after years of patient labor. 
He was not a linguist by profession, 
but an oculist, though his knowledge 
of several languages made the in- 
vention of Esperanto possible. 

In 1889 the first Esperanto Society 
was formed in St. Petersburg, and 
its members met with the ridicule 
and indifference that greets pioneers 
of every ,kind. About this time, 
however, it was taken up by Swedes, 
Germans, and a few students in 
other countries. Ten years later the 
French Esperantists had become 
‘sufficiently numerous to form a Na- 
tional Association. Since then Es- 
peranto has rapidly spread until to- 
day there are over 2,000 societies-in 
all parts of the world. In 1889 the 
publications in Esperanto numbered 
29, which figure has now been in- 
creased to the respectable total of 
2,000 volumes of translations and 
original works. 

The voca>zulary of Esperanto -is 
international, and English-speaking 
people are able to recognize some- 
thing Jike two-thirds of the words, 
Frenchr 1, Germans, Russians, and 
indeed a.! Eur peans, are pleasantly 
surprised by the familiar appear- 
ance of the language. And it is.so 
easy! : 

The Esperanto grammar contains 
only sixtecn rules, and no extep-™ 
tions! It is absolutely phonetic, and 
has an agreeable sound not: unlike 
Italian; it is easy to write and to 
speak, and is pronounced in the same 
way by all nationalities. 

Esperanto has created a new ma- 
sopry, and t°e green star worn by 
Esperaatists (though this, of course, 


‘1s optional) from’ Le idon to Shang- 


hai is a sign that the person wearing 
it is ready to befriend you, as well 
as willing and able to talk to you. 
To know Esperanto is a sign of 
culture. It, moreover, puts you ina 
position far superior to that of the 
most brilliant linguist, for, no matter 
to what part of the world you may 
go you will find men and women.-to 
whom you can talk freely. In this 


—_— 
way Esperanto abolishes frontiers,-—~ 


and, to a great extent, “‘foreigners;” 
and puts to flight that terrifying’ in- 
stitrtion ‘the language,’’ which pre- 
vents so many people, who would 
otherwise do so, from ‘raveling. 

Here is au instance out of many. 


| A little while ago a Russian Esper- 
| antist, who was totally blind, trav- 
to 
re- | 


eled alone from Moscow to London, 
Through the medium of the Univer 


, 8al Esperanto Association he com- 


municated with fellow Esperantista, 
with the result that he was met at 
all important points of his journey 
and received every assistanre, thus 
being enabled to reach his destina- 
tion in perfect comfort. 

Of course, on the continent, where 
60 many languages are spoken, the 
need for Esperanté is most keenly 
felt (in Russia alone there are nine- 
teen separate and distinct lan- 
guages!), But to the Britisher, 
who is so notoriously slow at learn- 
ing a foreign tongue, Esperanto is 
invaluable. 

A short time back an Esperantist 
in Sweden, who was interested in 
the study of butierfiies, asked tno 
“The British Esperantist’ (which: ts 
the official organ of the British Es- 
|peranto Association) for people to 
|; correspond with him on the subject 
| of butterfly collecting. He received 
over fifty replies from all parts’ of 
the world, and, of course, gained a 
fund of knowledge he could not pos- 
Bibly have obtained otherwise, Yor 
| you must remember that the paper 
is read by Esperantists all over the 
| world, 

Esperanto is a practical proposl- 
tior, It means that your power of 
obtaining information on, or knowl- 
edge of, any subject is no longer 
limited by your ignorance of two or 
three dozen languages, 

Thus Esperanto, providing a com- 
mon ground for the interchange of 
| thought between all peoplo, breaks 
down narrow prejudice, and tends 
| to create a better understanding that 
;must inevitably lead to fellowship 
and goodwill among men.
